This will inform you that I have been invited to bring 
concerns about human rights abuses of people disabled by 
pollution to the United Nations, as part of activities relating 
to the Decade of Disabled Persons. (For several years Ministry 
of Health officials gave credence to the arbitrary defamation 
that people claiming to have this problem were only mentally ill, 
with disasterous consequences to the reputations, careers, and 
quality of life of people affected.) 


I will report to the UN that although the Ministry of Health 
has acted on research considerations relating to this concern, 
unfortunately no section of the Ontario government has acted to 
make sure that what was done before does not contribute to 
further damages, not to mention disability and deaths. 


Unsurprisingly, it seems the Ontario government wants to 
avoid the fact that officials caused damages by acting 
unethically and irresponsibly in the past, or to undo 
misconceptions fostered by those officials, despite several 
education recommendations from both inside and outside 
government, and despite the fact that the failure to undo 
misconceptions they created themselves is resulting in further 
deaths, such as that of Henry , of Timmins, last 2 June 
1989, ce 


I will report, as well, my sense of shame at the 
government's abuse of members of this disabled group, and the 
failure of any cabinet minister to stop the ongoing abuse, or to 
act to to prevent similar abuse in the future. 


Please consider this your opportunity to respond to the 
statement that you have been willing to stand by as people 
disabled by pollution are killing themselves due to bigotry 
fostered, in part, by Liberal Ministers of Health,
